SUMMARY

Thisamendment increases the number of members on the commission from 7 to 8 by increasing the
number of Senators from oneto 2. The amendment also requires that 2 members from the Senate and the
House of Representatives represent the 2 political parties that have the greatest number of membersin
the Senate and the House of Representatives.
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
